The "New Left Notes," Volume 1, Number 30, August 12, 
1966, issue in an article entitled "NAC Minutes" states that 
finances were discussed at an August 8, 1966, meeting of the 
МАС in Chicago. It was mentioned that a problem exists between 
SDS and JOIN. SDS has raised a good deal of money on what 
JOIN is doing. JOIN borrowed $800 and only repaid $500. It 
was decided that the two organizations should not be in 
competition with one another and should work out problems 
of fund raising by merging their fund raising lists and 
setting up alternatig arrangements for raising funds. 


The "New Left Notes, "Volume 1, Number 35, Septcmber 16, 
1966, in an article entitled "NAC Discusses Finances," reveals 
that a National Administrative Committee meeting was held on 
September 13, 1966, in Chicago. At this meeting it was men- 
tioned that SDS has $4,378 in outstanding debts, approximately 
$2000 of which must be paid by the end of the month. This is a 
reduction from $4,700 in debts outstanding at the time of the 
June National Council meeting. 92,300 of the total is debts 
remaining from that period. The same issue of instant newspaper 
in an article entitled "Ideology at Clear Lake" states that before 
the National Convention, ROY DAHLBERG, Convention Coordinator, 
insisted that SDS needed at least $3,000 to cover the secondary 
expenses, printing, travel and extra telephone calls (of the 
Clear Lake SDS National Convention and Council meeting),and that 
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money was not forthcoming. At the present time the National Y 
Office has $4,300 in outstanding bills.Of that amount $2,300 
represents debts incurred before June 15, 1966. Тһе article 
states that at the time of а finance appeal issued ру the 
National Office in last June, 1966, SDS owed $4,700 in back 
debts and that SDS was able to liquidate $2,400 of these debts 
thanks largely to ап SDS June appeal fo? funds. According to 
the article, the $2,300 remaining indebtedness must be paid 
off in the near future. The article states the additional 
$2,000 represents debts for the convention issue of "New Left 
Notes" - $1,500 - plüs the large telephone bill neceBsitated 
by the convention. 


The article concludes that unless the financial 
obligation is taken seriously "New Left Notes" will no longer 
be published and literature, which SDS needs so badly will not 
be printed and the National Office will not remain open.

A. Puerto Rican Disturbance, Vicinity 
of Division and Damen Streets, 
Chicago, Illinois, June 12, 1966 


MIKE JAMES, who is in charge of the JOIN Office at 
4533 North Sheridan Road, Chicago, which is the community action 
project of SDS, related in early June, 1966, that a group of JOIN 
8taff people had recently gone to Cleveland, Ohio, to attend a 
conference of ап unknown nature and would be back soon. JAMES 
stated that TOM SHER had been active for JOIN, organizing and 
contacting Puerto Ricans involved in the recent disorder at 
Division and Damen Streets, Chicago. It was source's understand- 
ing that MOSHER was trying to get together a number of English 
speaking Puerto Ricans to go with him and some other unknown 
individuals from JOIN to New York City to confer with some 
Puerto Ricans in that city. It was their intention to get 
assistance from these Puerto Ricans to help organize the Puerto 
Ricans in Chicago. This group from New York was to return with 
the Chicago group. The Chicago group was not leaving for New 
York until the staff people who were then in Cleveland returned. 
Source believed that the Chicago people would be going to New 
York in two or three days. In addition to the above, source 
learned from MIKE JAMES that MOSHER had been organizing ,bus

This action called for the contacting of the faculty and trying 
to get easy concessions from them, then harder concessions 
afcerwards. The meeting discussed presenting SAR, views to 
freshmen in the fall, the contacting of tigh school ۴۲۴۶۲۰ 3۵ 18, 
Congressmen, corporation managers, etc., and advising then, of 
the SAR program. At the meeting it was decided that SAR would 
coordinate its activities with SDS to formulate specific demands 
to the university this coming fall.

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The "Chicago Sun-Times, a daily Chicdgo newspaper, 
August 12, 1966 issue in an article by RICHARD FOSTER entitled, 
"Southern Migrants March In Uptown, Charge Brutality" -states 
that a group of white southern migrants and their supporters 
marched through the Uptown area of Chicag to the Summerdale 
Police Department on August 11, 1966, protesting "police 
brutality.” 


The article states in part: 


"The young demonstrators, who said they had 
collected 50 affidavits charging police brutality, 
sang and chanted as they marched along North Side 
streets. Traffic was slightly disrupted, but a 
contingent of twelve policemen prevented any serious 
tie-ups. 


"At the station, while six of their leaders 
met with District Comdr. Harry R. O'Donnell, the 
demonstrators were jeered by а crowd of neighbor- 
hood youngsters screaming epithets. No incidents 
of violence were reported.

"The demonstrators were led by Ralph Thurman, 
23, chairman of the Uptown Good Fellows, anc 
organization composed mainly of young Southern 
and Appalachian white migrants to Chicago.

"Representatives of the Tenants' Action =

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| "фе demonstrators directed much of their 
displeasure toward Patrolman Serges (Sam) Joseph, 
one of the department's most decorated officers. 
They called for either his transfer or dismissal, 
alleging he was the worst offender among Summer- 
dale District policemen when it came to police 
brutality. 


"Joseph 37, went before a police disciplinary 
board last year, accused of brutality.  Supt. Orlando 
W. Wilson dismissed the charges against him. 

"The demonstrators also called for establish- 
ment of a civilian police review board, an appoint- 
ment with Wilson and an open hearing on 'police 
brutality'. 


"After the meeting with O'Donnell, Thurman said 
"Their (the police) method of processing (brutality 
complaints) doesn't sound too efficient. 


"O'Donnell, &fter the meeting, said 'complaints 
and bouquets' about the policeman. 


"He called Joseph an 'excellent' policeman, but 
declined to answer when asked 17 he would recommend 
that Joseph be transferred or fired. 


"O'Donnell said he himself is 'powerless' to 
act on the complaints. lle promised, however, that 
the grievances will be forwarded to police head- 
quarters."

only 70 perSons with the audience ranging from 30 to 40 persons. 
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The demonstration featured speakers from the Chicago Committee 
to Defend the Bill of Rights, the W.E.B. DuBois Clubs, SDS, etc. 
Speakers and literature passed out at the meeting attacked the 
HUAC hearings, war in Viet Nam, and the recent injunction against 
civil rights demonstrations obtained by Mayor DALEY of Chicago. 
The speakers stated that Mayor DALEY's action was an unconstitu- 


tional blow against the right to dissent in the civil rights 
movement.

This advertisement announced the formation 
of the ЕРСС in New Yor City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961. 
Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT T^^ER 
as organizers of the FPCC. Не also testified he and ‘TABI: 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforeuentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy. This source added that during the past year there had 
been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role 
of these and other organizations in the FPCC so that their 
influence as of May. 18893 was negligible.

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Tbe November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York Timea" 
reported tbat Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut had called 
FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of the Castro network 
in the United States." It is to be noted that Senator DODD was 
a member of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee which twice 
conducted hearings on the FPCC. 
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The December 27, 1963, edition of "Тһе New York World 
Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-CASTRO FPCC was 
seeking to go out of business and that its prime activity during 
its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro-CASTRO street rallies 
and mass picket lines, and the direction of an active própaganda 
mill highlighting illegal travel-rto-Cuba campaigns. Its compara- 
tively brief span of life wag attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO 
American public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which 
disclosed FPCC financing by CASTRO's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received from 
disclosure of activities on its behalf by suspected presidential 
assassin LEE H. OSWALD. 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned second 
Source advised that V. T. LEE had recently remarked that the 
FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to organize another 
similar organization. 


On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that there 
had not been any FPCC activity in many months and that the FPCC 
had bgen dissolved.

of 1965, set forth that the Pittsburgh Committee to End the War 
in Viet Nam (PCEWV) was organized by the Pittsburgh Chapter, 
DCA, during the summer of 1965 as a peace movement around the 
issue of the war in Viet Nam. 


On January 13, 1966, a second source advised that as 
of January 10, 1966, the PCEWV followed the Communist Party 
line in opposing United States involvement in the war in Viet 
Nam, The PCEWV had participated in demonstrations with the 
Pittsburgh Chapter, DCA, urging an end to the war in Viet Nan.

I mentioned that 
the Director had requested permission from the Department of Justice previously 
to install a wiretap on Carmichael, yet the then Attorney General Katzenbach had 
turned us down. I stated that the Director had a request currently pending with 
Ramsey Clark for a wiretap, yet it looked like Clark might also turn us down. 

The Vice President heatedly stated, "You tell Ramsey Clark that this would be a 

| ridiculous thing to do and tell him I said this." The Vice President then stated 

that Carmichael was most certainly not a civil rights figure and that the FBI should 
use every possible device to keep track of him. He stated he felt that by all means 
we should maintain a wiretap on this man. 
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The Vice President asked me if Carmichael was close to the commu- 
nists. Itold him that Carmichael very definitely associated with communists, 
espoused their causes, and in view of his deliberate statements against law and 
order, he should be regarded as a most dangerous person.
